goventment of the United Statea." 

This law has eontiiiued in effect to this day. Il w ; ii.l'd nn-! 

extended in the early Ninetiea, when Thomaa B. Keed waa in kia lii-xt 
tern aa' Speaker, and again in 1012, when « RepnbKean Preaident atill 

oeeupied Ihi' White House. 

Among the Htatea, Itepublican lUinoia, in 1903, waa the tirat to 
•atabliah the eight-honr day for children; and of the twenty-three 
States which noW have legislative restrietions re^tanling the hoara of 
employment for any clua of labor, fifteen are Hepubliean and only 
eight are Demoemtie. 

The Deuioerntie party never iiil«|iti'(l nii c i^'lit Iniiir liiw in federal 
legialation — for the Adamaon bill is iu>t an eighl-liuur luw at all — and 
wMiliiever a Demoeratie State lo^rislatare haa ever given aanetion t>.
